Tho fact that the famous Iron Brigade 


is to hold its annual reunion i:i this city 
or, Thursday and Friday of the present 
week, has called out many stories, both 
from the officers and the regulars. 
Gen- 


eral ]-M ward S. Jfirngg, of Fond du Lac, 
president of the association will be here. 
'Ha Wv.s one of the greatest lighters in 
tho brigade and can probably tell as 
much about the fighting 
anybody else. 


Recently 
the general 


of the boys as 


was asked 
to 


state the history of the brigade with any 
incident connected with the service of 
himself and his comrades he might care 
to give to the public. 


"Well," said the general, "I saw some 


service, to be sure, how much it. is not 
necessary to say. as there is the record, 
made nnd sent to me by the war depart- 
ment, and properly attested." ' And he 
pointed to a large irame hanging over 
the mantel of his .home library. It was 
a handsomely engraved and engrossed 
piece of work, having a li.-;t of the en- 
gagements in 'which Brigadier 
General 


Edward S. Bragg of Wisconsin partici- 
pated 
from 1SG1 to 1SG5, a string of 


names almost endless, but it was.notice- 
able that Gettysburg was the only great 
battle whose name was absent from the 
list. To the question as to whether he 


gathered from'the reports of the regi- 
mental commanders, and .the regimental 
commander, having a [body of men under 
him small enough to be directly under 
his eye most of the time, is the real his- 
torian. If ' they disagree 'the 
niatjs of 


evidence must be'reduced'to'consistency, 
and that is all there is,of it."

nearly every day for three-or four weeks. 
It was in the nature of -erysipelas and I 
know/'what that was/for-I had had ex- 
perience with it myself. 'It wag a hard 
pull for him, but he brought through all 
right with good care,);i strong constitu- 
tion and an indomitable- spirit.

time I had a premonition- that his time 
had come, but I had hoped -that he would 
be good for many 'years yet.

"Gibbon and I had been together 
a 


week or two every year;- for the past 
twenty years and -we ;had- bopeu. to meet 
in the future for a few days in some part 
of the country and enjoying the com- 
panionship of each other. • As a conse- 
quence of our intimacy and the long as- 
sociation with each other in the field I 
knew him better than most men, and the 
more one knew John Gibbon-the more he 
liked him.

General Bragg sn.id that in re- 
lating army reminiscences he was obliged 
to depend entirely upon his-personal rec- 
ollections, as every scrap of his manu- 
script nistorv 6' his campaigns were 
burned in the great Chicago fire. But in 
detailing those recollections he never ap- 
peared at a loss except occasionally when 
he tried to think of a name that had 
momentarily eKnapnd him.

"Set a man to talking upon his army 


experiences when they covered a term of 
four years, ending over thirty years ago.'' 
said 
tho general, 
"and it is merely 
a 


question of mrnnory and what to sift out 
from among tiic flood of material which 
he mny have within that memory. Let 
me say at the outset that in such cases 
a man must talk mostly of himself, what 
he saw, did nnd heard. No man ean re- 
late anything cl.se that will be of benefit 
to anybody. History is made up entire- 
ly of just such things. The historian 
gathers his materi.il, all of it necessarily, 
from 
persona! observations and 
exper- 


ience nnd sifts it down to gather the 
agreed facts. When a campaign.is over 
the reports necessarily depend upon such 
data. The general takes'the reports of 
his division commanders; these ore nec- 
essarily based upon the reports of the 
brigade 
commanderp, supplemented, 
ol 


course, by matters within his personal 
knowledge; the brigadiers add to their 
own »w« of j)i;niOo*l information that 


" ,. ben wo moved out on that campaign 


from Arlington we would have had noth- 
ing to eat for four or fire days if I had 
not loaded down the caissons of battery 
B with hard-tack, for it was the only 
supply that we had during that time. 
But the men of the Jron brigade knew 
whnt it wns to march wheji they were 
tired, hungry mid footsore. We had spent 
a year in drilling and weeding out, so

When I was in command of the regiment 
I kept the doctors away while on the 
march. 
I flattered myseu that I knew 


a sick mnn ns wc.ll as any of the doctors, 
nnd when the sick call was' soundea I 
look my place with the doctor, telling 
him v.hat I could spare him no mon this 
time. 
On one occasion of this 
kind 


twenty-six men. responded to tho 
sick 


call; two of them went to tho ambu- 
lances and the twenty-four returned to 
the ranks, satisfied that they were no 
worse 
off tnan their companions in the 


lino. 


"When wo renched South Mountain 


anil went into action the regiment had 
been on the march all night for four or 
five nights nnd there wan not, as I know 
a man in the -command who could not 
have laid down on a rail fence and slept 
for two days without waking, but there 
was then no lime for either rest or sleep; 
It was a critical time and the.mcn bore 
up bravely to the-end, like the soldiers 
that they were. 


"That first year of drilling and discip- 


line made the Iron brignde what it was; 
It turned the. organization into a,brigade, 
of as fine soldiers ns ever were seen. The 
boys thought it was tough usage, but in 
after campaigns they saw the benefit of 
the training. 
New troops may-be good 


fighters, but fighting is not all there is in 
war. 
'The test, of a military; orgam'fa- 


rtioa ia tie severe/and continuous mmclir 


ing of a long campaign, interspersed with 
fighting, both offensive and 
defensive. 


Troops that • cannot march thirty-miles 
a day and go into battle at the close of 
the march, or march all night and then 
fijjht - all "day without restore not the 
best kind of soldiers, though such troops 
did a great deal of gallant service during 
the war. I would not detract in- the least 
from the laurels which were so nobly 
won by the fresh levies o!; those years, 
for they deserved them all; I simply call 
attention to the fact that a well dis- 
ciplined army is the best that can be 
had, for that discipline calls out and de- 
velops the powers of endurance necessary 
to stand the hardships of a sharp cam- 
paign. 
When it once got into the field 


the Iron brigade was never called upon in 
vain; its record challenges the wonder 
and admiration of tho world."

with a plea in behalf of the prisoner, nnd 
will talk two hours and a half tomorrow.

ground that from apparent prejudice the 
court way against him and his appear- 
ance might be prejudicial to his client's 
interests.

Do Clam, Demnnge snid the prisoner's 
alleged words grow out of ideas that De 
Clam previously expressed to the prison- 
er, and imagination played a large part 
in his report. It was significant 
that 


this report hnd disappeared. De Clnm 
had evidently forgotten his remarks to 
Dreyfus as he hud forgotten other facts, 
Demnnge said thnt he wns surprised at 
the attitude of Gonse towards tho al- 
leged 
confessions nnd marveled at 
the 


fact thnt Capt, Lebrun-Eeuault, who was 
sent to the Elysee palace expressly to re- 
peat 
the eoni'e.-.-ions, did not 
mention 


thoai. Likewise in an inexplicable innn- 
ncr Saussier and JFercier took no steps 
to verify, the so-called confessions. 


Disfccussing the secret dwsier, Demange 


examined the documents one after 
tho 


other. Ho said-all tho interpretations of 
the 
document 
contained 
"doubts of 


proof" and were hypothetical; but they 
could be placed much more easily to 
Eiterhazy than to Dreyfus. It was so 
with the'other documents. There *•«• 


nothing to indicate that Dreyfus was con- 
cerned any more than, any one else. The 
leakage ascribed to Dreyfus could only 
refer to the plans of the fortresses and 
this leukngc continued until ISO". Doc- 
uments containing the words "Ccttc Can- 
aille De D—" only indicated that 'poor 
uevil" could not be ascribed .to a man 
whom 'another letter described as a 
friend 
in the second bureau. No .cre- 


dence could 'be attached to some of the 
documents, while others did not apply at 
al to the prisoner. 


The sixth document was a letter writ- 


ten by Count Yon ,Munster-Lcdenburg, 
Gorman ambassador to 'France from Ger- 
many to Col. Schwart/.koppcn, military 
attache of Germany at Paris, containing 
the words ''As regards Dreyfus, we are 
easy.'' 


Demange pointed out thnt the Dreyfus 


case was the universal topic in Germany 
at. the lime, nnd lit . e first, German oi- 
ficinls might have been uneasy, but evi- 
dently 
reassured 
themselves. 
Counsel 


was indignnnt that because Ledenburg 
had not expressly declared that Dreyfus 
was innocent, prosecution deduced an 
avowal of his guilt. 


In regard to letters sent by Maj. Pan- 


izxardi to ILIS chief, it hns been alleged 
that they proved that Dreyfus had rela- 
tions with Schwartzkoppen, whereas, in 
reality Fnnizzardi merely 
denied that 


Dreyfus had any relations wiou Italy. It 
was impossible to doubt the authenticity 
of these facts. It was incrcditablc that 
Sohwartzkoppca and Pnnb.zardi deceived 
their governments.

A fine looking and well dressed lady 


committed 
suicide at the East Park 


about 7:311 o'clock last night uy taking 
an ounce of carbolic acid. Several resi- 
dents on Eleventh street and others who 
happened to be in the vicinity or in the 
park, first noticed the woman walking 
just cast of the band stand, evidently 
going 
north. 
Suddenly she staggered 


.-.nd fell upon the grass. Nothing was 
thought of this, the witnesses supposing 
it wns an accident, but when the fallen 
woman did not arise they concluded that 
it was something serious. 


In a very low moments a large crowd 


had gathered and it was believed that 
the lady had been taken with a fit as 
she was unconscious and fnilcu to re- 
spond when questioned. Fumes of car- 
bolic 
ncid were prevalent and it 
was 


proof of a case of suicide. 


Tho police ofiiee was notified,nnd the 


patrol wagon with ollicers George nnd 
Brickson 
hurried to the scene, 
Officer 


Goetz -having already arrived on .uio 
ground. The officers at once saw what 
the trouble was and the wngon went after 
Dr. Simms nnd wns soon back. The doc- 
tor made an examination nnd saw that 
th« woman was dying from the effects of 
poison 
of some character and 
ordered 


that she bo taken to a hospital. 


The unfortunate woman was tenderly 


placed on the stretcher and in the wagon 
and conveyed to St. Luke's hospital. She 
was too far gone for medical assistance 
and died at S:4f> o'clock. 


Oi the many people who looked upon 


the face of tho woman at the park and 
afterward at the hospital not a single, 
one could identify her, although many 
believed that they had seen her before. 


Coroner Stripple wns notified nnd upon 


arriving nu the hospital ordered the body 
removed to the undertaking parlors 01 
the Porter Furniture 
company where 


many more people cnlled and looked at 
the (lend, but all shook their heads and 
said they did not know her. 


The suicide was a; line looking woman 


of the blonde type and about five loot 
six inches tall and weighed from 120 to 
130 pounds and perhaps 
heavier. >o.er 


a^e must be from 30 to :iG years, and she 
was inclined to he stout. Her hands did 
not indicate that she did hard work, be- 
in"- white and clean, but a mark on one 
of the fingers would indicate that she hnd 
done some sowing. She wore a blnck 
sailor 
hat; light checked 
calico shirt 


wnist; dark blue or binck skirt; black 
leather 
belt; blue vest: black 
corset; 


badly worn.shoes and made in Paris; 
wore" two solid gold bam! rings and a 
fold breast pin in tho shape of a coiled 
serpent 
and hnd a linen 
handkerchief. 


Her 
undergiinnents 
were white 
and. 


clean. Her hair, rather long, is' of a 
brownish color, with some streaks of 
gray. 


The bottle tlmt contained the carbolic 


acid, was found in her clothing after she 
was placed in bed at the hospital. 
It 


had'on a label with cross bones and skull 
and poison and marked Robinson Drug 
store. It wo* a very old bottle and such 
as used before the Robinson drug store 
was changed to -the Robinson Drug com- 
pany. Not a single scrap of paper or nn 
initial or mark on the clothing was found 
whereby identification could be cst.nblish- 


Coroncr Stripplc nnd the entire police 


force as well as newspaper men worked 
until late into the night endeavoring to 
ascertain if any woman was missing, or 
any person had seen the woman before 
she took the poison and fell in the park. 


A Journal reporter ascertained tlmt on 


Labor day afternoon a Mrs. Pnjm had 
disappeared from 
her home on North 


Chatham street and that perhaps it 
might be her, but investigation proved 
such not to be. the case. Mrs, Palm had 
a small child n.nd a baby carriage with 
her when she went awoy anu only wore 
a loose wrapper, and the description was 
not in keeping with that of the suicidn. 
No other chic was obtained up to nine 
o'clock this morning. 


This morning Coroner Stripplc empan- 


eled the following jury: A. P. Dulton, 
Henry Wiegand, Thomas Graham, Ed- 
ward Williams, J. Knmbach and Jacob. 
Laucr. The jury view the body and the 
inquest was adjourned until 2 o'clock 
this afternoon. 


A Sli'impre Occtivronoo. 


About 9 o'clock this 
morning there 


was a very strange occurrence in regard 
to the identification of the dead girl, in 
fact it is doubtful if it has a precedent in 
recent years. 


Among the many who looked at tho 


body was William Williams who inform- 
ed Coroner Strippje- that she -loolwd like 


a. girl employed at Lintner's bakery on 
Sixth street. - ' ' 
; 


The coroner sent after Lintner to come 


over and"identify her 'if"-possible. Mr. 
Lintner was unn"ble to go, but Miss. Nel- 
lie Myers, also employed at'the bakery, 
and who had worked with the girl sup- 
posed to be dead, went to the undertak- 
ing parlors and readily identified her as 
a girl who had worked in the bakery 'one 
day and had told her many of her trou- 
bles. 


The coroner next heard that-the dc-:id 


girl had a brother who had committed, 
suicide some years ago and that a sister 
worked at the Leonard photograph gal- 
lery and he came to 'the conclusion that 
it was a Miss H oiling 'and tried to'get 
persons to -go and identify- her, hut fail- 
ed. 


The coroner then sent for the father, 


William Helling, Sr., who resides at No. 
042 Wilson street. The father came and 
went to the Porter Furniture company 
and positively identified the dead girl as 
his daughter Amelia Helling, 31 years 
of age, and he told, the newspaper re- 
porters reasons why he believed that his 
daughter had killed herself nnd left or- 
ders to send the body to his home this 
evening. 


In the meantime the newspaper report- 


ers had been looking around for a story. 
They visited the sister of the supposed 
suioide at Leonard's and interviewed her. 
She said that she saw her sister at 7:30 
last evening and that she was somewhat 
despondent because she did not like her 
position, having secured a position at the 
opera house restaurant. 


The reporters hurried to the restau- 


rant to get anotl-.cr thread of .the story. 
Inquiry was made for Miss Helling and 
the newspaper men were astonished ar.d 
in fact almost paralyzed when the young 
woman walked out of a back room to 
answer for herself. She was astonished 
when informed of the belief that she had 
ended her life and at once jumped at the 
conclusion that it was her-sister 
at 


Leonard's, but her mind was soon reliev- 
ed of that belief. 


Gorroner Stripplo was informed of the 


discovery nnd was also astonished and 
could not understand how the father of 
Miss Helling could'-have made s;ich a 
mistake in identifying the dead woman 
as his daughter. 


The coroner again 
commenced his 


searach for some person to identify the 
dead woman. 


Father Exciled. 


After viewing the body and identifying 


it ss his daughter Mr. He'iling went home 
and informed his wife ar.d family of the 
sad death and was preparing to go out 
into the town of Caledonia, where the 
daughter was bora, and order the grave 
dug, when his other (daughter informed 
him that it was not Amelia nnd that she 
was alive and well.. .The old gentleman, 
appeared nt the undertaking .parlors and 
was considerably excited and went up 
stairs and took another look at 
the 


corpse and was then convinced that he 
had made a mistake. , The old gentleman 
wns feeling very badly and could not see 
how he mace such a mistake, but he wns 
made happy by tho discovery.

Gendarmes closed around the audience 


and pressed them outside. Not a cry or 
word -was raised. A small crowd outside 
cheered for the army, hut tho gendarmes 
did not interfere. 


In accordance with French law Drey- 


fus was not present when the verdict was 
rendered and the judgment was read to 
him from on adjoining room by the clerk 
of court. Dreyfus did not give the 
slightest sign of emotion, and did not tit- 
ter a word, but marched back to prison 
like an automaton. It 
is understood 


that Dreyfus will be sent to Fort Corte, 
ill the Island of Corsica.

manent. Yellow diamonds perhaps af- 
ford the greatest variety of shades. 
Some of them surpass any other gem 
of that color. Specimens of canary 
colored diamonds are quite common. 
If the gem has a roee-colored tint It 
is vary valuable, while red tints, sur- 
passing tho ruby, and considered the 
most beautiful -of all precious gams-, 
are exceedingly rare. A few varieties 
are on record. One weljrMns ten carats 
was bought by Emperor Paul of Rus- 
sia for J100.000. A cinnamon, or brown, 
etone is undesirable, as it Is seldom 
pure. 
A black diamond Is nearly as 


scarce as a rai ono. 
Blue diamonds 


rank next to rod ones in variety and 
beauty. Those of a dark blue color, 
resembling sapphires, aro handsome 
gems, differing only from the sapphires 
In quality and tho beautiful plav of 
colors peculiar to the diamond. The 
only real -blue stones are found in the 
mines of India. Besides the Bismarck 
and Hope diamonds, there are only 
two others In. the world that aro prop- 
erly called blua diamonds. The green 
varieties are not as rare as the blue, 
black, red and rose-colored species, 
yet a grass-green or fine emerald color 
is scarce. 
When It does occur it is 


more brilliant thai] tho finest emerald. 
There are several varieties of green- 
tinted diamonds at tho museum of nat- 
ural history in Paris, but tie- best 
kn-own specimen is at1 Dresden and Is 
considered one of the five paragons of

brilliant and startltnjr electrical illu- 
mination. Niagara Falls .will be trans- 
formed into a flood of fire. The seeth- 
ing, roaring torrent will be ablaze with 
all the hues of tho spectrum. 
The 


superlative natural grandeur 
of the 


scene -will bft so enhanced that the 
projectors of the strikingly novel en- 
terprise contend that its success will 
make the exposition an event In his- 
tory. The ifioa is to erect a series of 
tall towers on. ooth the American and 
Canadian sides of the river. On tho 
top of these lof:lr spires huge electric 
searchlights will bo placed, in such 
manner that they may be played on 
any part of the falls: The imagination, 
may picture the dazzling effect that 
.will be produced when a score of those 
powerful instruments of Illumination 
are brought to bear upon the rushing 
waters as th«y tumtle Irresistibly over 
the rocky ledge' Into tho depths be- 
neath. A constant change of colors 
•will be used In the manipulation of 
the searchlights, so that now the falls 
will he like molten silver, again a 
flood of crimson, again as green as 
old ocean itself, and so on through the 
whole gamut of the painter's palette. 
The astonishing effect will be still fur- 
ther heightened by the use of electric 
arc lights IE the Cave of. the Winds, 
wWch. will glvo to the water as It falls 
ID. front of it a weird, phosphorescent 
gtow.

They call them wooden ones. 


He said that they consisted of a long 
piece of gas.pipe in the center and some 
iron handles on the outside and that they 
shoot tin cans, old bottles, stones, pieces 
of glass and anything else they can End. 
They would be very destructive at short 
range, but the natives run away when 
the°Americans get near them. 
The na- 


tives are largely supplied with mauser 
rilles and when they shoot they hold the 
guns above their heads and pull the-trig- 
ger. The soldier said that very few men 
on the firing line were hurt, but that the 
bullets went over and caught the men in 
the rear.

the people was that the natives are afraid 
of a negro.

it is that if the United States would send 
an army of darkies over there all the na- ' 
fives would.leave the island if they, bad 
to swim."
